Nimmeghen, Sept. 9. On Thurfday Noon Baron 
Heyde, General of the Pruffian Forces, came hither 
from the Army before Venlo, with all his Arten- 
dants and Baggage, and pafs’d through this Ciry 
homewards : ‘tis faid that this is occafion’d by 
fome difference that has happen’d between the Ge- 
nerals.

Letters from Italy of the .29th of Jaft Month 
advife that the 2 Armies were ftill retrench’d in the 
fame Pofts, within half Cannon fhor of one ano- 
ther ; and that Guaftalla was invefted that day with 
12 Battalions and 26 Squadrons.
